In ono wny of looking at the matter, women ought to 


be 'better athletes than men, for they are younger—that 
Is, their sex is younger, since Adam was created before 
Eve. 


But men are stronger nnd fleeter, and while young 


women occasionally show surprising agility, as at Vas- 
anr, these Instances are so uncommon that It will take 
more than woman's little practice at athletic sports to 
explain satisfactorily to most, of us the strong athleti- 
cism of the male and weak athleticism of the female 
sex. 


Tho difference Is not alone in practice, but in profound 


constitutional, and not only constitutional, but tempera- 
mental qualities, which cause us to wish that our young 
women shall not become more athletic than they should 
be In order to preserve sound health.—I'lttsburg Press.

months sprouted a number of young 
trees whose roots had developed In its 
own body. 


This development Is erroneously re- 


ported, however, as tho first case on 
record where redwood completely sev- 
ered from tlie stump has produced a 
new growth. Instances have been fre- 
quently recorded 
of 
felled 
redwood 


trunks reproducing a growth of young 
tiiut*?r -all along the line of the pros- 
trate log and travelers through the 
coast forests have frequently observed 
the phenomenon of rows of well devel- 
oped trees growing out of the bodies of 
those that have lain long euough on 
the earth to perish and decay. 


Some years ago a newspaper corre- 


spondent reported the strange phenom- 
enon of now redwood 
growth 
on a 


bridge built of redwood logs across a 
Humboldt County stream.

It drains an area of more 
than 225,000 square miles, and pours 
a turbid flood into the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia for hundreds of miles. ' It has 
cut its channel more than a mile deep 
through the 
plateaus, carving out 


abysmal canyons which are the most 
wonderful in the world. 
In flood its 


waters carry in solution millions of 
tons of silt and detritus, which for 
ages the stream has deposited into the 
sea, 
building 
up a broad delta, 


through which it flows on top of a 
dike, so that its normal channel is 
elevated considerably above the coun- 
try on either side. In time of Hood 
it'spills over its dike, inundating a 
part of its valley. 


The engineering works .involve a 


dam across the river, canals on both 
sides of the stream and an extensive 
system of levees to protect the lower 
lands 
from 
flooding.

would quickly fill up:rJhe canals, the 
headgates are so arranged as to draw 
off only the top foot of water into the 
canals. 


Unprecedented floods in the last 


year have emphasized the importance 
of safeguarding the construction of 
the levees which are required to pre- 
vent inundation of valuable low laud 
areas. 
The problem is 
complicated 


because of the fact that the area to 
be irrigated is in the drainage basin 
of two important streams, the Gila 
and the Colorado rivers, both subject 
to sudden and tremendous floods. 


The main canal will cross the val- 


ley of the Gila in a pressure pipe 
passing under the stream. The Gila 
is normally dry, or nearly HO, but 
when 
in violent 
flood 
frequently 


changes its course, so that the levees 
must be placed so as to confine 
the 


stream to a definite channel before 
building the crossing, 
as it might
